Wasbauerellus, a New Replacement Name for Priocnemioides 
Brailovsky, 2006 (Hemiptera: Heteroptera: Coreidae: Cloresmini) 


Radoszkowski (1888: 482) established 
a new genus Priocnemioides to accom- 
modate Pompilus (Priocnemis) fulvicor- 
nis Cresson 1867 of the family Pompili- 
dae. Later, Brailovsky (2006: 375-378) 
used the name Priocneimioides for his 
new genus of the tribe Cloresmini, family 
Coreidae, including a single species 
Priocnemioides modicus Brailovsky 2006. 
Radoszkowski derived the name from 
the subgenus Priocnemis Cresson 1867, 
and Brailovsky from the genus Priocne- 
micoris Costa 1863. 

Wasbauerellus, new name, is proposed 
for Priocnemioides Brailovsky 2006 to 
remove the homonymy, and a new com- 
bination, Wasbauerellus modicus (Brai- 
lovsky) is established. The new generic 
name is dedicated to Marius Wasbauer, 
distinguished American hymenopterist; 
the gender is masculine.
